Washington, Oct. 7 UP> — The 


Senate declared a "truce for rest" 
in its battle over the neutrality re- 
vision bill today. 


Administration forces claimed 


additional votes for repeal of the 
arms embargo and both sides pre- 
pared for a first test of strength 
Tuesday. 


Although some senators were 


scheduled to carry on the con- 
test over the radio during the 
week-end, most of them were 
weary of listening to thousands of 
words on how best to keep the 
United States out of war and 
planned to obtain a two-day rest. 


Administration supporters said 


that, with the anticipated arrival 
here Tuesday of Governor A. B. 
Chandler of Kentucky to -take the 
seat of the late Senator Logan 
(D., Ky.), they would have 65 
votes for the bill to life the arms 
embargo and establish a "90-day 
credit 
and 
carry" system 
of 


handling all exports to belliger- 
ents. 


They gave the opposition only 


27 votes on their poll list and put 
question marks. beside two of 
those. They listed only Senators 
Reynolds' (D., N. C.); Gillette (D., 
Iowa); Gerry (D., R. I.), and 
Davis (R., Pa.) as doubtful. 


Claims Disputed 


The opposition disputed these 


claims, saying they had definite 
pledges against the bill from 32 
to 34 senators. 


Plans for a Saturday 
session 


were abandoned late yesterday. 
Senator Johnson (R., Calif.), floor 
leader of those opposing repeal of 
the embargo, moved the week-end 
adjournment and it was approved 
by a voice vote. Many senators 
said afterward it would have been 
difficult to maintain a quorum to- 
day. 


Senator Downey (D., Calif.), 


who denounced embargo repeal 
yesterday as involving disaster for 
domestic economy in event of a 
war trade boom, will conclude his 
address Monday. 


After that the Senate will have 


before it a motion by Senator 
Tobey (R., N. H.) to split the bill. 
Tobey advanced this proposal with 
a view to having the chamber pass 
at once upon the proposed restric- 
tions on American shipping, leav- 
ing the embargo question for deci- 
sion later. 


Leaders of the opposition to em- 


bargo repeal made known yester- 
day they wished to avoid such an 
early test. Privately, some ex- 
pressed the opinion the motion 
would be defeated and that this 
would lead to a prompt demand 
for a final vote on the bill. They 
have been pinning their hopes on 
marshaling p u b l i c sentiment 
against repeal by

Dies in New Haven 


Brain Surgeon Is Victim 
of Coronary Occclusion; 


Noted for Works 


DB. H. W. GUSHING 


New Haven, Conn., Oct. 7 (#>— 


Dr. Harvey Williams 
Gushing, 


whose pioneering in modern brain 
surgery won him world-wide re- 
nown, died today at the age of 70 
years. 
- The surgeon, professor emeritus 
of neurology at Yale, whose medi- 
cal services during the World War 
was rewarded by the United States 
with the distinguished service med- 
al, was admitted to the hospital 
Wednesday becouse of a heart ail- 
ment. His name was placed on the 
danger list immediately. 


Dr. Gushing, author of the 1926 


Pulitzer prize-winning biography 
the "Life of Sir William Osier," 
was the father-in-law of James 
Roosevelt, son of President Roose- 
velt. 
He died at New Haven Hospital 


at 2:45 a. m., (E. S. T.). 


Hospital officials announced that 


Dr. Gushing died of coronary oc- 
clusion. Several members of his 
family were present. 


Mr. Roosevelt twice visited the 


Gushing home here after becom- 
ing president. The first visit was 
several years ago when the chief 
executive came to New Haven to 
receive an honorary degree from 
Yale. In 1936, Mr. Roosevelt stop- 
ped at the 
Gushing home for 


luncheon during a campaign auto- 
mobile tour through Connecticut. 


Dr. Cushing's body will be taken 


to Cleveland, O., for burial there 
next Tuesday. 


Funeral services will be held at 


2 p. m., Monday at Center Church, 
historic Congregational Church on 
New Haven's Green. They will be 
conducted by the Rev. Sidney 
Lovett, Yale chaplain, and the Rev. 
George Stewart of Stamford.

Great Britain and France, they 


said, had proposed sending sup- 
plies, warplanes and troops to Rus- 
sia in preparation for going quickly 
to Poland's aid in the event of the 
war which then had not started.

argued that British and French 
aircraft should not be shipped to 
Polish territory in peacetime lest 
Germany be provoked. 


Alternative Proposal 


As an alternative, these sources 


declared, it was proposed that the 
airplanes be sent to Odessa, Soviet 
port on the Black Sea, and from 
there distributed along Russia's 
western border. 


Russia, they said, wanted a 


guarantee that she would not have 
to fight on her own soil, and that 
she be permitted to send armies 
into White Russia and the Polish 
Ukraine, regions of former Poland 
that border on the U.S.S.R. 


They said she also wanted con- 


cessions in the Baltic which Brit- 
ain and France were unwilling to 
grant. 


Now, through her treaty with 


Germany establishing a frontier in 
former Poland, she has regained 
White Russia and the Polish 
Ukraine. Through nonaggression 
treaties with Estonia and Latvia 
she has won concessions in the 
Baltic. Both have been accom- 
plished without formal war. 


Russia was expected to resume 


talks over the week-end 
with 


Lithuania and Turkey. 


Diplomats foresaw quick agree- 


ment with Lithuania in which, 
they said, Russia probably would 
increase her defense strength in 
the north against any possible at- 
tack by Britain or Germany. 


From Turkey, some diplomats 


said Russia was demanding neu- 
trality in the European war, a 
mutual assistance pact and assur- 
ances that warships other than 
those of Russia and Turkey would 
not be permitted to enter the 
Black Sea through the Darda- 
nelles. 


There still was no official com- 


ment on Adolf Hitler's speech to 
the Reichstag yesterday, but in- 
formed sources expressed belief 
Russia 
would 
throw 
her 
full 


weight behind the fuehrer's peace 
proposals.

thorpe University student, George 
Harsh, scion of wealth from Mil- 
waukee, were sent to prison for 
life for the slaying in 1928 of Wil- 
lard H. Smith, an Atlanta drug 
store clerk. The state charged the 
killing was a climax to a series of 
hold-ups for thrills. 


Gallogly had been in the hos- 


pital several months, marrying 
Miss Vera Hunt there in May. 


Inspector Mann charged Gallqg- 


ly's wife slipped the pistol to him 
after he left the hospital. 


"I watch him dress as he got up 


from the hospital bed," Mann said, 
"and I am sure he did not have the 
gun with him then. I am sure his 
wife furnished it to him, as Mrs. 
Yankey has shown every effort to 
cooperate with the state authori- 
ties."

MINISTER GOES TO THE DEATH HOUSE FOR MURDER 


High school and Myron J. 


Michael School students who are 
members of the civics classes will 
soon be holding their regular Stu- 
dent Government elections for the 
purpose of selecting from their 
group "city officials" to reprpsent 
them in office on the day that the 
government of the city will be 
taken over by the students, 


i This part of the educational 
program in Kingston is carried on 
each school term and has been in 
progress for the past five consecu- 
tive school semesters. It is an en- 
deavor on the part of city officials 
of Kingston and the teachers of 
civics in the schools to exemplify 
the ideals of democracy. 


One of the instructors of the 
class in discussing the program 
said that through the ages man 
has struggled to find a form of 
government that would function! 
for the benefit of the individual 
and the social group of which he 
forms an integral part. In Ameri- 
ca we believe we have found that 
government based on the ideals of 
democracy. We believe that the 
democratic way of life is the most 
gratifying and 150 years of demo- 
cratic living have brought us the 
social, economic and political prog- 
ress to make us feel that we are 
right in our contentions. 


Today," he said, the world is 
threatened by forces which would 
have us revert to the despotic 
regimentation that has proved in 
the past a hindrance to the devel- 
opment of civilization. To combat 
these insidious forces we are find- 
ing it necessary to educate our 
people in the ideals of democracy 
in order to overcome the lethargic 
indifference 
of our people who 
are prone to accept the precious 
heritage of democracy without 
properly understanding the part 
they must play to keep it alive. 
The great task of disseminating 


the knowledge and understanding 
of democratic ideals, he said, falls 
to a great degree upon our public 
schools. To meet this obligation 
it has been found that the practi- 
cal lessons in the fundamentals of 
citizenship are necessary. The 
accomplishment of this goal ne- 
cessitates the cooperation of our 
citizens, our teachers, our stu- 
dents and our officials, and to this 
end great success has been made. 


The project as carried out, he 


said, consists of a study of the 
various departments of the city 
government under the guidance of 
the mayor and other city officials. 
Two afternoons of each semester 
are devoted to this study. 
The purpose or object for which 


each department is formed is 
briefly described to the students 
during assembly in <the council 
chambers in the city hall by the 
mayor. From the assembly room 
the students are divided into 
groups, each group being given in- 
struction in one department. 


Upon completion of this study 


the young people discuss in class 
their experiences and have free 
access to information relative to 
their study. Through this plan of 
study the entire group receives a 
general knowledge of how the 
government functions. 


At school, political parties are 


formed in the civics classes, regis- 
trations are held and voters en- 
rolled. They meet in "ward caucus" 
and "city convention" and have 
the use of a regular official voting 
machine. 


The elected student officials are 


then inducted into office in a cere- 
mony participated in by the stu- 
dents, city officials and the gen- 
eral public. This usually is held 
in the evening at the city hall. 


The following day these elected 


officials have charge of the city 
government for one day, and thus 
have actual experience in the 
duties of office. A record of their 
proceedings as "officials" is kept 
and studied by the department 
heads. 


Such. a program, he said, has 


started 'a firm foundation toward 
the building of future citizens of 
Kingston who will realize their 
responsibilities and duties in help- 
ing to make the community a 
place where democracy flourishes 
and the threat of "isms" becomes 
something to be looked upon as 
unimportant nonsense.

Such metals as tungsten, chrome, 


antimony, 'Jn, manganese and oth- 
ers'which this nation ordinarily is 
forced to import, will be sought in 
the western United States by engi- 
neers of the bureau. 


The survey will be financed by 


funds from a $10,000,000 grant made 
by the last congress to make the 
United States more self-sufficient in 
mining of the metals which become 
vitally important m wartime indus- 
try. 


The survey thus far has designat- 


ed eight projects in the Wes* -Neb, 
will be worked by miners au~ the 
minerals sold to the government. 


Arizona as yet ha: not been ac- 


corded one of 1'icse projects, but 
engineers of the mine bureau are 
studying for deposit locations in 
the desert and mountains and the 
state will "get its share of work" if 
the project is cont-'nued, according 
to E. D. Gardner, supervising en- 
gineer. 


Reports of the government's ap- 


propriation already have led to con- 
siderable activity among Arizona 
miners. A tungsten claim is being 
developed and se eral claims ha^e 
been filed around the Globe-Miami 
districts where tests show possible 
presence of r^re metals. 


Other miners are finding it profit- 


able to work the deserted gold and 
silver mines in search for metals in 
which the government has shown 
interest.

men was called together by George Williams 
in London, and the movement now known 
throughout the world as the Young Men's 
Christian Association came into existence. 
The anniversary of the founding of the 
movement will be appropriately celebrated by 
the local association on October 11. 


A glance through the records of the local 


Y. M. C. A. show thai the first association 
was formed in Rondout in 18SO and later in 
] (S8G uptown when a meeting was held in the 
historic First Dutch Church. 


During 1896 the two associations united, 


forming the present Kingston Central Y. M. 
C. A. In 1898 the association purchased the 
former hotel property on Broadway at Pine 
Grove avenue which was remodeled, and 
where the association held forth until in 
1911 it was decided to raise $75,000 to erect 
the present modern structure which has 
since housed the local Young Men's Christian 
Association. 


During the many years that the local 


Y.M.C.A. has been in existence it has num- 
bered among its members many of the most 
prominent men of the city. Thousands of 
young men have been trained and have been 
better equipped, physically and mentally, to 
carry out the duties of citizenship as a result 
of the instruction they received in the local 
Y. M. C. A. 


All through the years the work of the "Y" 


has gone steadily forward, and many new 
activities have been added which have at- 
tracted the boys and young men of the city 
as well as the older men. 


The history of the local "Y" has demon- 


strated through long years of service that it 
is performing a function that is needed in the 
lives of the youth of the city. 
The Y. M. 


C. A. has exerted an influence for good on 
the thousands who passed through the doors 
of the association in the years it has been in 
existence. 


The Y. M. C. A. needs no words of praise 


to justify its continued existence in this com- 
munity. The history of the local association 
affords a living example in the lives of those 
who have been active members in the past, 
and of those who are active in the work 
today.

UNEMPLOYMENT TEST AHEAD

If business continues to improve and em- 


ployment to spread, we're going to have a 
chance to observe one important matter 
which has been much discussed and little 
understood throughout (he depression years.

The menu at Father Divine's 24-hour 


banquet in New York city a short time ago 
read more like the contents of a comprehen- 
sive cook book than a list of foods for one 
dinner. 
Large numbers of followers who 


did not sit at the banquet table ate outside 
under the trees or at booths in the large hall 
of the Harlem "palace." They had plenty of 
food and could buy a snack or a full meal for 
a penny to 15 cents. 


Inside, at a long U-shaped table, the 300 


guests had a chance to eat or drink an amaz- 
ing variety of foods and beverages. Hot 
drinks included tea, coffee, hot water, hot 
poetum and hot cocoa. Cold drinks, of 
which there were seven, began with water. 
There were 45 vegetables, 56 meats—run- 
ning from bologna and "hashlet stew" to 
roast turkey. 
There were 17 kinds of 


bread, seven sauces, fourteen relishes, ten 
salads, six jams and 24 desserts. Cheeses 
and crackers and toothpicks were also avail- 
able. 


Reports of that staggering feast impress 


even a normally well-fed American. What 
must the real thing have been to the hun- 
dreds there, many of whom doubtless have 
known some pretty slim meals at one time 
or another? And how would it look to those 
rationed countries? Truly America is a rich 
land.

heart disease is increasing. This is true but it is 
possible now to discover what kinds of heart dis- 
ease are increasing. The kind which is on the in- 
crease is among 'older' persons because the sue ot 
the older population has doubled.

disease among the middle-aged who may develop 
syphilitic heart disease, for this \anety is being 
brought under control."

The point then is that as heart disease is being 


prevented in young people owing to the early re- 
moval of infections, and fewer middle-aged individ- 
uals are being attacked by syphilitic heart disease 
owing to the widespread campaign against this dis- 
ease the actual increase in heart disease is among 
older individuals, because the span of life has been 
so greatly extended the past twenty-five years. 


Further, tho^p with a failing heart now know 


that if they avoid excitement, eat small meals, take 
licht exercise, rest more at night and during the 
dav go to bod for 4 or 5 weeks following a severe 
heart attack, they may live as long as others their 
ace who have not heart du-case. This knowledge 
prolongs the life of a great many heart patients.

It's the world series or the world 
war or the Hitler speech, the fact 
is the Senate debate on neutrality 
is lagging. Senaton themselves

Maybe it's because everything 


has been said that could be said— 
every argument and rebuttal has 
been made on the radio, in the 
press, and in the capital lobbies, 
and maybe the senators are be- 
coming somewhat bored them- 
selves with the subject. 


Underlying this apathy Is the 


fact that votes on both sides have 
been lined up solidly and hardly 
any will be changed between now 
and the final roll-call. The ad- 
ministration has • a majority for 
repeal and the opposition would 
like to postpone the voting as long 
as possible in the hope of changing 
votes by influences from back 
home. 


But, as time elapses, the chances 


are that the repeal will be voted 
anyhow, and that the cash-and- 
carry plan, presented with almost 
unanimous 
enthusiasm 
at 
the 


beginning, will begin to lose sup- 
porters. For, frorfl a political point 
of view, the imposition of restric- 
tions on American trade can easily 
become a boomerang. At the mom- 
ent, votes for it are justified on 
the sentimental basis that it helps 
to keep America out of war ,but, 
a few months hence when com- 
merce and trade have been de- 
moralijed, the opposition candi- 
date will single out the senators 
and representatives who voted to 
drive American ships off the high 
seas and stagnate American pro- 
duction. 


If a war boom develops, little 


will be heard of the cash and 
carry provisions of the law, and, 
if America does not become in- 
volved in the overseas conflict, the 
stay-out-of-war argument which 
prompted votes for the new neu- 
trality statute will have become 
somewhat obsolete. But if there is 
a harassment of American trade 
and business begins to decline, the 
persons affected will begin to put 
the blame on those members, of 
congress who struck a damaging 
blow, not alone at trade in war 
supplies, but in the staple* grown 
by American farmers and pro- 
duced 
by 
American 
factories. 


Once exports to Canada begin to 
fall off, the criticism will rise per-

after the Congress had given the 
industry its first real impetus in a 
couple of decades. American ship* 
ping has been enjoying subsidies 


furnished by Congreta in order to 
build up auxiliaries for national 
defense.' and to promote our com- 
merce. But, if there .are no car- 
goes to Carry and all trade with 
belligerents is cut off, which jj 
really what the cash-and-carry 
provisions will soon mean so far 
as American vessels that ply be- 
tween here and Europe are cotv 
cerned, there will be no need f» 
the building of more American 
ships.'They will begin to be tirt 
up, notwithstanding 
that 
the 


oceans will see a smaller and 
smaller quantity of total tonnage 
afloat due to submarine opera- 
tions. 


It is too early to appraise the 


effect of trade repercussions. Fig-' 
ures and statistics are not imme- 
diately available for the month of 
September, and it will probably 
be the first of November before 
America knows what really has 
happened to normal trade. The 
cash-and-carry provisions, aimed, 
of course, at war trade, may con- 
ceivably affect the financing of 
normal products, because these 
purchases of. ordinary commodi- 
ties which used to be financed for 
cash will require credit, as the 
belligerents ' will husband their 
cash resources for the necessities. 


These rearrangements and read- 


justments of commerce, due to the 
proposed surgical operation about 
to be performed on the American 
export and import business as a 
whole, are purely theoretical now 
as members 'of Congress indiffer- 
ently discuss the new form of em- 
bargo. But, when it comes, it may 
have political backfires of an ex- 
treme sort. Every experience with 
embargoes in American history has 
been disastrous, and those who re- 
member the restrictions imposed 
on "trading with the enemy" dur- 
ing the war know that it went far 
beyond commerce with belliger- 
ents and affected exports to all 
neutral countries. 


Now, when there Is added to 


the confusion the banishment of 
American cargo vessels from the 
seas, the effects will be even more 
far-reaching. For 
the moment, 


however, the argument that Amer- 
ica may be dragged into the war 
has been presented with such emo- 
tional hysteria that members of 
Congress and the administration 
itself have been stampeded into 
the cash-and-carry embargo. 


Six months from now, those in 


the political area who stood up 
for the right of America to carry 
on trade, and who were keen 
enough to note that nothing in 
Herr Hitler's speeches or German 
pronouncements indicated any at- 
tacks on American shipping, may 
be able to turn the tables on those 
Who voted to drive American ships 
off the high seas when it wasn't 
really necessary.

Kingston were united and the city 
of Kingston was born on May 29, 


The first "Y" here grew out of 


a committee of men who called 
themselves "The Young Men's 
Prayer Club" which had been or- 
ganized and meeting together for

This club held its meetings in 


the basement of the 
George B. 


Merrill drygoods store on Fair 
street. The objects of the

crossing elimination in Kingston 
! has reached the point where the 
proposition rests in two plans. 


The two plans in brief are: 


First, eliminating the Broadway 
crossing by depressing the street 
under the tracks; second, the re- 
vised plan now being considered 
calling for the elimination of all 
crossings from Broadway to Flat- 
bush avenue. 


Mayor C. J. Heiselman has 


called a public hearing on the re- 
vised plan calling for the depres- 
sion of the railroad tracks to be

crossing be so eliminated. 


This order has never been re- 


scinded by the state commission, 
but that body has never pressed 
the city to carry out the pro- 
visions of the order. 


Business men in the central 


section of the city have

strongly opposed 
elimination of 


the Broadway crossing 
by 
de- 


pressing the street under the 
tracks. 


Details of the 
revised 
plan 


which is to be submitted for dis- 
cussion at the public hewing 
next week were printed in The 
Freeman of October 5. 


No expression of approval 
or 


disapproval of the 
revised plan 


has been made by Mayor Heisel- 
man, and it is understood that he 
is awaiting the outcome 
of the 


public hearing before making his 
position known. 


It is understood that this re- 


vised plan was prepared in order 
to come within the 
construction 


costs which the state would be 
willing to allocate 
to 
Kingston 


for crossing eliminations. Mayor 
Heiselman has stated that tho 
state had set aside $4,500,000 of 
state grade crossings funds.

Crypt of Knowledge 


Contains Sound Film 


People living 6,000 years hence 


will be able to see and hear the 
flash and roar of artificial light- 
ning as it :s now produced. 


A sound film demonstrating arti- 


ficial lightning, produced by the 
10,000,000-volt generator, will be 
sealed in the air-tight Oglethorpe 
university Crypt ot Knowledge. 


The film is one of five which have 


been presented to T. K. Peters, di- 
rector of archives at Oglethorpe uni- 
versity. The ethers include the life 
story of Thomas A. Edison, the de 
velopment of land transportation 
from the most primitive methods to 
the electrified railroad, the history 
of Panama canal operation and the 
development of American naviga- 
tion from the first crude Indian craft 
to the massive electrically propelled 
battleships of today. 


It probably will take about four 


or five years to fill the crypt with 
the thousands of records that are to 
be placed in it. Micro-book records 
are being made of the world's great- 
est literature, and the films are be- 
ing sealed in stainless steel rccer 
taclcs after first being placed in 
glass containers encasing an inert 
gas. 


An Inscription plaque on the door 


of the Crypt of Civilization briefly 
describes the contents of the sealed 
chamber and requests that they re- 
main inviolate until the year 8113. 
The date was decided by Dr. Thorn- 
well Jacobs, president of Oglethorpe 


i university, because when he started 
1 the project in 1936 the year 8113 
! was just ac far 'n the future as 
1 the total number of years man has 
1 recorded events in the past. 


L. R. Smith Askg 
Court to Decide 
Suitable Payment 


Lester R. Smith of Catskill ap- 


peared before Justice Harry E. 
Schirick and asked the court to 
determine what fee he should re- 
ceive for services rendered in trial 
of a negligence action at Catskill 
some time ago. 
The case, tried before Justice 


Schirick, was one for damages 
arising out of the death of Mrs. 
William J. Van Atzinger, and also 
for injuries suffered by a Mrs. 
rleim. 


Mr. Smith 
appeared for the 


plaintiffs in the two actions and 
also is counsel in a third for prop- 
erty damage now pending. The 
ury found no damages in the 
death case, one in which a large 
verdict had been anticipated, but 
did find $2,000 for plaintiff in the 
case of Mrs. Heim. 


When the check was sent by the 


nsurance company to pay the 
$2,000 judgment, Mrs. Smith took 
t to his client and asked, accord- 
ing to opposing counsel, for her to 
endorse it. She asked him what 
iis fee was and he said he would 
let her know later. When she de- 
manded a bill for services and he 
did not give it to her she refused 
to endorse the check. Mr. Smith 
claims he never made any agree- 
ment as to what he was to be paid 
and the understanding was that he 
was to be paid a sum according to 
what he 'earned. Mr. Smith said 
he had told his client that he be- 
lieved the amount in the death 
case would be large, but the jury 
had found no sum in this case. 


Lawrence Brinn appeared for 


the client and told the court that 
Mr. Smith had promised to take 
the case on a 25 per cent of re- 
cover basis, but that when the 
check was received he had sought 
a larger sum. He said that Mr. 
Smith had sought $1,000 to pay an 
associate counsel in the case in 
addition to 25 per cent plus $75 
for disbursements. 


Mr. Brinn also asked that Mr. 


Smith be relieved from the third 
case now pending for 
property 


damages as the client was dis- 
satisfied with his services. 


Mr. Smith told Justice Schirick 


that the court had presided at 
the trial and knew of the work 
connected with the trial. He de- 
nied that he had ever 
entered 


into any agreement on a per- 
centage basis and said he left it 
to the court to fix a fair amount 
for his services. Mr. Smith told 
the court that if from the facts 
m the case the court could find 
he ever promised to take 25 per 
cent of the recovery that he would 
at this time not ask a cent for his 
services and he further would pay 
all costs. Mr. Smith 
told 
the 


court he had taken the case with 
tne understanding that he would 
be paid what he earned. 
There 


had been considerable work and 
he said he had believed the ver- 
dicl would be a large one but it 
was for only $2,000. He filed a 
fet of papers and asked the court 
to determine the case on the 
facts. 


Justice Schirick said in this 


district the judges knew the law- 
yers very intimately and he knew 
Lester Smith very well and it 
was his opinion that Mr. Smith 
never would seek to overcharge 
any client. He told Mr. Brinn 
that unlike the metropolitan dis- 


tricts, in this vicinity the attor- 
neys were so well known to the 
court that their reputation was an 
open book and he knew Mr. 
Smith's reputation as aa attorney 
w;is of the highest. However he 
said he would examine all papers •. 
and arrive at a fair and just de- 
ciiion in the case.
